6. The petition must state that the claimants are citizens who remaified loyal adherents to the

7. The petition must state, with as much particularity and exactness as the claimant’s knowledge 
or means of information will enable him to do, the kind, quantity, quality, and vatue of the stores or 
supplies taken or furnished, during the rebellion, for the use of the army of the United States for

| aes MY place on the horsehair 
sofa in grandmother’s livingroom 
I could see the glittering surface of 
the asphalt road dappled with shad- 
ows cast by the great magnolia tree 
against the fence. Not long ago it 
was a dirt road, yet the main 
thoroughfare of this country. town. 
It was a dirt road when grandfather 
lived here. I wondered what it was 
when great grandfather came. So of- 
ten I had heard his story—how he 
ran away from his home in England 
to-become a cabin boy on a schooner, 
how he came to this country and 
later with his family settled in Mo- 
bile. : 

A stray breath of air lifted the 
limp, aging sheet of paper I held— 
paper that had set my thoughts run- 
ning, wondering about that adopted 
southerner. This morning while go- 
ing through grandmother's trunk I 
had found his discharge papers from 
the United States Navy at the end of 
the Civil War. Among them was this 
more interesting, more human doc- 
ument, this letter that stirred a flood 
of puzzling questions. Why had my

great grandfather fought on the side — 


of the North when he lived in the 
South? Grandmother herself couldn’t 
exactly understand why. She thought 
perhaps that because of his coming 
here from England to settle, he had 
to swear allegiance to the United 
States government. And anyway, 
grandmother always hastened to add, 
he didn’t do any active fighting; he 
thought war unjust, uncivilized. No, 
he was a pilot for the United States 
Navy, and a pilot’s only duty is to 
guide his ship safely. That, my great 
grandfather did, and so well that at 
the close of the war when he moved 
to Mississippi he was appointed an 
officer to help take charge of Con- 
federate prisoners. I wondered what 
the South thought of this man who 
was their neighbor and their enemy, 
one of them and yet not one of them. 
Grandmother said everyone respected 
him, for he was as kind and gener- 
ous as he was stern. At any time he 
was ready to help them—black or 
white, it made little difference to 
him. And during the months thst 
followed the war, everybody forgot 
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FROM “MENNY FREEMENS” 


that he had served on the side of the 


enemy. He sat by the sick; he gave . 


money; he helped bury the dead. 
How, though, did these war-stung 
southerners react to his “cors” with 
regard to the negroes that this letter 
hinted at so darkly? What did he 
really think about the negroes? Did 
hé truly believe in the liberty of all 
men regardless of “race, color, or 
previous condition of servitude’? 


Or was he a humanitarian refus- 


ing to tolerate the conditions of the 
South? When his duty was done, he 
laid aside the apparel of war’ to 
become a friend and fellow-worker. 
1 knew that as I deciphered the crude, 
faded words of this note from “men- 
ny freemens.” And.my great grand- 
father had a sense of humor, too, 
or he would never have taken the 


pains to preserve the ‘sheet of paper. . 


I read once again the poorly spelled 
but sincere words of the negro. © 

What were my great: grandfather's 
thoughts in 1868 when the “Cclored 
gentlemen” of the Loyal ‘Leagte sent 
their gift? :
